Greenland as a club which can be 
used in forcing better terms- out of 
Denmark in a new commercial trea- 
ty which is to be negotiated in the 
near future.

The island is chiefly fam- 
ous as a leaping off place for explor- 
ers in search of the North Pole and 
as the source of icebergs which im- 
peril shipping on the North Atlantic 
courses. Its trade is a monopoly of 
the Danish state, which enforces pro- 
hibition. The total import and ex- 
port trade_ of Greenland is only 
slightly'more than $1,000,000 a year, 
and has declined since fish fats of 
various sorts are in less demand. 


Norwegian claims upon Greenland 


date -from the explorations of "Eric 
the Red" and Leif Ericsson in the 
eleventh century, when the latter of 
these, intrepid Norsemen is., supposed 
to have discovered the 
American 


mainland. In the fifteenth century 
Norway abandoned all communica- 
tions with Greenland, and late in the 
eighteenth century Denmark began 
commercial relations with the island 
and established its colony there.

"The break in wheat price was based on July e.stimato 
of probable harvest. Since then the ..Canadian crop has 
deteriorated and promises a greatly reduced yield. 
*?Kansas, the leading wheat state, has a big corn crop in 
prosjject, and will greatly reduce its wheat ácreage this 
fall. This means a better price for wheat carried" over to 
next season.

"The spring wheat states have a larger acreage in corn 
this year. Minnesota’s big crop this season is' not wheat 
but corti.

Thi.>i is the smallest total income 
taxed in the state since the law be­ 
came effective in its present form in 
1017, according to the records. 
It is a 35 percent decrease from 
1020. 
The total number of incomes re­ 
ported in 1921 for the state dropped 
from 18,440 in 1921 to 24,209 in 1020, 
a decrease of 24 percent. 
The total reported income for the 
samo year showed a falling off of 
17.52 percent in total income and a 
decrease of 8.23 percent in number 
of incomes filed.

•with pasture, a h,ay crop such as al- 
falfa or some other hay and with a 
cultivated crop "such as corn, pota- 
toes, etc., and by working in oats, 
barley, rye and other crops anil 
enough livestock to use "the pasture, 
hay and corn, 1 believe the spring 
wheat farmers have as jood or better 
chance to make good than those far- 
ther south. 


"Fourth: Concerted move to redact 


wheat a^reajre: The states 1 have 
covered should be divided into two 
frroups: first, the corn states where 
wheat is secondary, such as Illinois. 
Iowa and Missouri 
with parts of 


Kansas and Nebraska and second, tiu- 
wheat areas of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Colorado. 


"In the first group they figure 40 


bushels of corn at 50 cents equal* 
J20.00, while it takes 20 bushels of 
wheat at $1.00 to make $20.00 per 
acre. In this area they have cut the 
corn down 2 million acres and in- 
creased the wheat 2 million acres iti 
the last few years. Whether they re- 
duce wheat and increase corn this 
year will depend 
on the 
relative 


prices or wheat and corn this fall. 
There Is no active movement to cut 
down the wheat acreage at this tim=. 
While farmers are not satisfied with 
wheat prices they have no organised 
move to improve the situation; 


"In the Kansas, Oklahoma, TeJtas, 


Colorado area they have a different 
problem. It is wheat or beef cattle 
and with the present low values ot 
beet there is no movement to cut 
down wheat acreage in favor of. cat- 
tle. In Texas and Oklahoma they are 
trying cotton but the boll-weevil is 
a menace apd this area has increased 
wheat several millions of acres in re- 
cent years.

"Better prices for cnttle or control

minimum weight in connection with 
the highest rate applicable to

kind of stock in the car and under the 
new ruling the carriers can charge 
the minimum w eight together w ith 
the rate applicable to any particular 
kind of stock in the car that w ill de­ 
velop the greatest charge, or they 
may use the actual 
w eight of 
tho 
shipm ent at the rate for the highest 
classified kind of stock if charges 
thus computed are greater than as 
figured on 
minimum 
w eights and 
rates, according to V. E. Smart, traf­ 
fic expert of the commission.

will mean » distinct’saving to many 
of the shippers In North Dakota, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Smart.
